RNMELLATE and UTTLIPT conferred on this subject several weeks ago without reach.< 
ing ai^ roecific conclusion. It is planned to have another meeting the first 
part of September, 

2. RNMEUATE considers this topic to be very compleoc. The Aimed Forces 
are building up imits to handle this activity, UTILlTr wants the Armed Forces to 
man the stations and provide him with the take for evaluation pm:po3es, ODtNIT 
and the SMOTH Navy want to turn over installations and activities to the Armed 
Forces. Reportedly Air Force General Kammhuber has been carrying on polix^ 
negotiations without approval. In addition a number of other subordinates have been ; 
pushing for a rapid solution before the policy decision or delimitations agro^nt 
has been concluded. 


3. Reportedly OTILin has been very sensible about this entire affair.

line will be,
